"A Vital Present Working of the Holy Spirit" 

Fifty-three persons between the ages of 17 and 70 left New York on July 20 for nine days 
on the first Spiritual Frontiers London Seminar led by Rev. Paul L. Higgins, co-founder 
and first president of SFF, and Mrs. Higgins. The group traveled from Edinburgh to 
London, visiting such landmarks of our spiritual heritage as the Holy Island of Lindisfarne, 
York Minster, the Old Rectory of the Wesley Family in Epworth, Glastonbury Abbey and Chalice 
Well, Wells Cathedral, and Stonehenge. 

The Seminar sessions were held on five mornings in the Kensington Close Hotel, London. 
Representatives of the Churches' Fellowship for Psychical and Spiritual Studies joined the 
SFF contingency for a well-designed program. SFF leaders present were President Ross Sweeny, 
Vice-President William Holes, Council Member Paul Wilkinson, and Olga and Ambrose Worrall. 
Lectures were given by Col. Reginald M. Lester, founder of the Churches' Fellowship in 
Great Britain; Mr. Harry Edwards, famous healer; Chancellor Garth-Moore of Cambridge 
University; Mrs. Ena Twigg, noted medium; Mr. Paul Beard, President of the College of 
Psychic Studies; Miss Ursula Roberts, writer and psychic; Dr. Martin Israel, senior lecturer 
in the Royal College of Surgeons; Canon John Pearce-Higgins of Southwark Cathedral; 

Mr. Percy E. Corbett* executive secretary of the Churches' Fellowship; and the Rev. Dr. 
Kenneth G. Cuming, physician and clergyman. Lively discussions and question periods 
followed. 

One evening Col. and Mrs. Lester conducted an inspiring Healing-Meditation Service in one of 
the London Churches.
